Darling: 


Well, prepare for a xfcsk shock. We have had the rain of rains, 
or rather atom of etonne. The only thing that approached It was 7 
and some Inches of rain about 87, but this was about 11 inches in the 
same time of four days. Last year at this time there was over 17 
inches of rainfall, now there is over 21 inches, ,'and most of it came 
in the past ten days, or two weeks. 

Postal didn't get the roof on or the concrete floor in, but he 
did get things knocked off the sides and roof so that tons of water c 
came into the garage, up and downstairs. The worst is that with so 
much rain in the earth, the terraces have given way and there will b'e 
at least a couple of hundred dollars worth of work to be done. There 
are slides and washes everywhere, and it seems that where the terraces 
began farthest from the road is where they slid worst. Just beyond 
Kays pole for the pulley, about a hundred feet beginning at the edge 
of the road slid down and covered three terraces. Other places along 
the road to Skyline, have slid down. Also the roadway is closed just 
beyond our property line on Sapota. The kids had the Dodge yesterday 
and had to leave it down there last night. Roth had his car in and 
can't get it out. The end of the smell knoll across from us where 
the couple bought to build on has slid down in the canyon and farther 
to the west and south of the big spill where the dirt eomes down from 
the new road a big slide went down into the canyon, and across East 
road two or three hundred feet up an area at least fifty feet wide 
slid down into the road Just above the two big evergreen trees at the road 
carrying one of the evergreens snd a number of big avocado trees. This 
is the worst storm in the existence of the records and there are millions 
of dollars of damage done. Whittier Boulevard and Beverly bridges 
about Pico have been washed out and the Southern Pacific bridge over 
the Los Angeles river went down just after three trains went over it. 

Roads are closed everywhere, and Schools and business houses are closed. 

Glad to hear you had some luck with the P rices and the 
new job offered by Yale. We are going to need, them now. I have not 
had the check from Barbara fear the rest of last montMs salary and 
I have paid out $131.33 to the Western Printing Company, and the last 
I heard, some time last week, Myrtle had not received a check for her 
work.

Ve have had fUr weather at times, 
but there has always been rain in the offing. We had a heavy rain on 
Saturday and Sunday, and it will now be longer before the ground can be 
put into shape. I wrote Armstrong Nurseries to hold the trees for ua. 

It certainly is a good thing they did not heve the trees and pipe in before 
the storm came or there would have been a bigger loss. Ferry is in touch 
with Cathcart and he will get the work done as soon as the ground can be 
worked. A week of good sunshine without cloudy weather and showers ought 
to help a lot. 

Am enclosing another letter from Thurber of the Socialist p arty 
Will not enclose the minutes as there is not much besides the fact that 
the nomination was almost unanimous, and there is too much bulk to them. 

I agree with you that you should continue in religious work, but the question 
does arise as to whether or not you could get a much better hearing before 
labor people and others you do not reach, and 1 who really need some education 
on the subject. It has occurred to me that perhaps you should give serious 
consideration to this question* Perhaps you could do more more at this time 
through politics than you could in the colleges. People might pay more at¬ 
tention to you, and you would not have t& leave out religion at all. 

Ethelwyn says tell you that there will not be a meeting on the 
9th for the F.O.R. but a mass meeting on the night of the 5th or 9th. 

She will let you hear from her when it is decided. 

The building is coming along all right. They are putting on the 
plaster outside now. First coat. Gene told perry the other day. "Wall I 
see you got the cage pretty nesr finished.

You would be surprised if you could see 
me now, propped up in bed in the hospital. Some¬ 
where I picked up a splinter which led to a bad 
infection of my left thumb. Last Friday when I 
was in Virginia I went to see a doctor. He did 
not think it was serious and advised me merely to 
soak the thumb. The next day it did not seem to 
be much worse and on Saturday and Sunday I was 
not easily accessible to a doctor. By Monday 
the thumb was a sight. 

I am in an extremely comfortable room in 
the Harkness Pavilion of the Columbia-Presbyterian 
Medical Center at 168th Street. 

On Tuesday the doctor felt obliged to cut 
open the thumb. Fortunately I was able to go to 
New Haven for the four hours of lecture there. 

I scarcely got more than a glimpse of Mary during 
the short time I was there. I came back to the 
hospital last night in order to have the thumb 
treated with hot packs. I have been here all day. 
There is a possibility that I may go to Lancaster 
tonight for addresses at Franklin and Marshall

College tomorrow and then come back here 
tomorrow night for further treatment. When 
the doctor comes later this afternoon he 
might decide that I ought to stay here 
tonight and cancel the Franklin and Marshall 
addresses altogether.
